Opinions Differ 

So far as this general principle is concerned the commission was unani- 
mous in its approval ‘but on the question of assunfption of responsibility for 
unemployment aid there was a divergence of opinion, one member of the) 
Commission, Mrs. Mary.Sutherland of Vancouver, dissenting from the joint) 
opinion of the other members that this responsibility should be assumed 
in its entirety by the Federal government, Mrs. Sutherland expressed it as 
her opinion; “That it is fundamental that the primary responsibility for | 
the relief of distress (in our reference distress resulting from unemployment 
or loss of occupation) should rest on the unit of government nearest the | 
applicant, the Municipality and—on the Province, the Dominion contribut- 
ing thereto when, in its view, a practical necessity exists because of the 
unusual nature or extent of the distress.” 

The fact alone that one of the membefs of the Commission should have 
chosen to sign the report with a reservation on which she aptly terms a 
fundamental principle, is bound to bring this question of policy into the! 
limelight and ensures for it a considerable. amount of controversy before 
the. question is settled to the satisfaction of the general public, if ever.

ment insurance and unemployment relief aid should be closely co-ordjnated 
with a system of employment offic§s and sheen 

Under the present set up.it has been felt, and not without some founda- 
tion, that there is not sufficient co-ordination between the administration 
of relief and the governmental business of bringing together work and peo- 
ple who are unemployed. Anything that can be done to ensure the very 
closest co-operation between these two functions will be an important step 
in the right direction. . : 

Another aspect of the report which is likely to provoke considerable 
controversy, and particularly in the west, is the Commission's lukewarm 
attitude towards proposals to initiate programs of public works as a tem- 
porary alleviation of unemployment, though there will be agreement with 
the commission's ,recommendations as to types of work which should be 
undertaken if the government decides that works should be instituteg, and 
put into effect. 

. . . bel 
: Demand For Works 

The demand for the institution of public works programs in lieu of 
direct relief has grown very rapidly in the west in the last few months 
or in the past year and this demand is by no means confined to the urban 
centres, Only recently the Saskatchewan Association of Rural Municipali- 
ties went on reeord in support of a relief works program to be put into 
effect not later than’Jdane 15 and there is a growing opinion in the rural dis- 
tricts of the other western provinces that public work, even if it is more 
costly, is preferable to a dole system. 
™“ This viewpoint is taken on the ground that if constructive work can 
be provided and particularly if, it comprises undertakings which will return 
some revenue to the countwy the taxpayers, at least, will get some return 
for the millions which are and have been expended for relief and that tthe 
sapping of morale which enforced idleness entails will be eliminated. 

There is no gainsaying the Commission's statement that “hastily con- 
ceived or impromptu programs of public works are dangerous and likely 
to be abortive” for the several reasons which are outlined in the report, but 
there are projects which can be undertaken which will provide a substan- 
tial amount of work for unskilled labor, which are needed for the develop- 
ment of the country and which can be counted ypon to at least partially 
repay their costs, if not immediately, at any rate eventually, and without 
interfering with or retarding private industry or the absorption of skilled 
labor into private industry.

It can be taken for granted that the people of Western Canada will want 
to be shown very cogent reasons before they are willing to abandon a 
strong desire to see public work replace direct relief, at least to the extent 
that it can be done reasonable and on an economic basis.

The sawfly lays eggs in stems of 
ordinary wheat and the larva or

| most practical mercuric dust mixer 


known is a home-made machine re- 
sembling a churn but a@ perfect dust- 
ing machine would be welcomed. 

While dust-treatment of wheat 
seeds would protect against smut, 
plant breeders say strains must be de- 
veloped entirely resistant to smut. 
Some grains already produced are 
partially resistant. The varieties 
were not named by the committee. 

Work on root-rot disease has un- 
dergone a co-operative study by 
plant pathologist and soil micro- 
biologists, the committee stated. 
“Definite progress toward eliminat- 
ing this disease has been made but 
more work must be done before com- 
plete control of root-rot is obtained.” 

Sawfly damage, while not as 
sweeping as rust, takes a heavy toll 
from thg wheat fields yearly, In 
1935 the Saskatchewan loss was 
officially estimated at more than 
$3,000,000, 

The emerging grub, hatched from 
sawfly eggs, saws a ring around 
wheat stalks, plugs the stub with 
sawdust and spends the winter just 
above the root.

duction, the famous Klondike gold 
fields of the Yukon still have gravel 
reserves of A magnitude that assures 


many more years of successful oper 
ation 

Although the Yukon has already 
given the world $200,000,000 
in placer gold, proven areas of work 
able gravels in the Klondike district 
are estimated at nearly 100,000,000 
cubic yards. The high price of gold 
during recéiit years has resulted in 
greatly increased attention being 
given to this area, and the placer 
operators are working over the old 
Klondike diggings and the lower 
grade ground which was neglected in 
the days of “'88". The old pan, 
rocker, and sluicing methods of the 
Klondike days have been largely 
succeeded by huge dredges, most of 
which are operated by electricity de- 
veloped from the potential water- 
powers of the Yukon. By the close 
of the geason the seven dredges in 
operation this year will have handled 
approximately 8,000,000 cubic yards 
of gravel. Another dredge is being 
constructed and will be put into oper- 
ation next year. 
While gold has made the Yukon 
famous, the mineral resources are by 
no means limited to that metal; sil- 
ver, copper, lead, antimony, tungsten, 
iron and tin have been discovered in 
greater or less quantities, besides 
coal and numerous non-metallic sub- 
stances. High grade silver-lead ores 
were known in the Mayo and Keno 
Hill districts as early as 1906, but 
were not mined until 1914, and have 
since accounted for the bulk of the 
Yukon's silver and lead production.

The federal census ranks it as the 
fifth cause of death from disease in 
the, United States. 

Eight definite signe which foretell 
the approach of one of these apop- 
lectic strokes were described by Dr. 
Albert 8. Hyman, director of the Wit- 
kin Foundation . and 
Prevention of ‘Hi Disease. . 

These warning signals range from 
headaches to dizziness, always 
coupled with high blood pressure. 
They occur, hg said, during the dan- 
ger zone whjh precedes one of these 
strokes. 

A treatment for them, he said, has 
been developed by the foundation and 
proved to be effective in 81 per cent. 
of the cases treated, 

The treatment reduces blood pres- 
sure temporarily. Dangerously high 
blood pressure, Dr. Hyman explained, 
always precedes an apoplectic stroke.
